Ten Men K illed In a Pennsylvania Mine 
Accident—A Village Devastated— ' 
Various Casualties. 


THE PLUM EBR VILLE

C h ic a g o , May IO. —The people of More­ 
land are in a frenzy of excitement 
Some 
malicious person set a house on fire in the 
devastated village this morning, and had 
he been found he would have paid the pen­ 
alty with his life, so maddened were the 
wagers. 
Shortly before 9 o’clock everybody who 
was viewing the ruins and moving his 
furniture was startled on seeing flames 
burst from a two-story cottage one block I 
north of the Northwestern depot, on Ohio J 
street, between Forty-seventh and Forty- 
eighth streets. 
The large force of men working at the 
car shops in the vicinity were in the town, 
and soon the entire population was at the 
fire. 
The excited men swooped down on 
the little frame cottage and ffctually tore 
it to pieces in their efforts to extinguish 
the flames. 
Water was carried from the few cisterns 
in the Dlace and the flames were soon ex­ 
tinguished, but the house presented a sorry 
looking sight. 
The men in their excite­ 
ment had torn out the window sashes, 
pulled off the shingles from the roof, and 
ripped off the siding. 
No less than 200 
men and boys, fearing that they could not 
get enough wator to quench the flames, 
had literally torn the building to pieces. 
There was no stove in the place where 
the flames broke out, no smoldering ruins 
near the building; and the villagers say 
that they are certain that the Are was the 
work of an incendiary, and fear that an 
organized gang of firebugs are in the town. 
They go so far as to say that they believe 
the conflagration yesterday |was of in­ 
cendiary origin. < 
The frame house that was set on fire this 
morning was owned by John Nelson, a 
laborer. 
The cottage was a new one, and 
so situated as to cause another disastrous 
conflagration 
had the 
fire 
got any 
headway. 
The scoundrel who fired the 
building could not have selected a better 
locality. 
On either side of Nelson’s home 
were frame buildings, and directly across 
the street was a cluster of frame dwellings. 
A rather strong wind was blowing from 
the southwest, and if the little frame cot­ 
tage had been allowed to burn ten minutes 
longer the flames would have leaped over 
the street and the entire portion of the 
town north cf tho railroad track would 
have been swept by the flames.

L i t t l e R o c k , Ari?., May IO.—It is be­ 
lieved that tho mystery surrounding the 
theft of of the Plummerville ballot-box on 
the night of Nov. H is now cleared up. 
Two weeks ago last Sunday a young man 
named Warren Taylor was arrested on a 
charge ofj interfering with election officers 
at Plummerville. 
He got scared and went 
before the grand jury and there gave 
evidence which has led to clearing up 1 
the 
mystery. 
Ho testified 
that he I 
was in a crowd of young 
men who ! 
went 
from 
Morrilton, 
the {county ! 
seat, to Plummerville at night, as they i 
understood it, to preserve peace as trouble < 
was expected. 
When the croibd arrived at 
Plummerville they were halted on the out- ■ 
skirts and five men rode into the town. , 
Presently they returned and 
reported ■ 
"everything quiet” and tho crowd re- j 
turned. 
On the way to Morrill ton the Avo 
men gave it out fia t the Plummerville ) 
ballot-box was in the crowd. 
The box was 
taken into Wells’ store at Morrillton and 
burned. 
This confession of Taylor’s was 
the means of having a large number of 
witnesses from Conway county summoned 
boforo the grand jury. 
Yesterday, just before the grand jury 
adjourned, two indictments were returned, 
and to-day it proved that theso were in 
dictments for the Plummerviilo ballot box 
theft. 
Tho men indicted are O. T. Bent­ 
ley, Walter P. Wells, and Charles Ward, 
charged with unlawfully soling and car­ 
rying away the ballot box and poll books, 
and the following persons charged with 
conspiracy in the stealing of the box: 
Charles C. Reid, Ben T. White, Thofhas C. 
Hervy, William P allo r, Warren Taylor, 
Ferdinand Lee Gunter, William L. Woods, 
John C. Heard and TJjad B. Wells. 
Reid is the young lawyer of idorriRon 
who has just been released af tor conviction 
in the Federal court on the charge of in­ 
terfering with I eleotion judges. 
Young 
Wells is tho son of one of the most promi­ 
nent merchants of Morrilton. 
Bentley Is a 
deputy sheriff of Conway county under 
Sheriff Shelby. 
Deputy Marshal Faulkinbury wont to 
Morrilton to-day and arrested all thoso 
men not previously in custody and brought 
them hero this evening. 
They were takon 
before a commissioner and released on 
bonds in sums ranging from $1,000 to 
$2,000 each. 
Their examination will take 
place at ajj eajrly day, but they cannat bo 
tried until thS next term of cqurt, bs the 
appropriation for the trial Of criminal 
cases bas bq$u exhausted. 
Tboy are all 
prominent young mdh and their arrost has 
produced a groat sensation.

the following paragraph: 
There ie nothing in a review of the ex­ 
isting political situation to indorse the 
democracy to abandon the platform oi! 
principles and the issues on which it made 
its fight in 1888. 
The contest in 1892 
should be fought on the same platform 
and the same issues, and will be success 
fnl, we believe, if it shall be made even 
as earnestly and aggressively ae before. 
It is time to organize for the campaign 
that bas already began, and the first step 
is to reorganize the national demooratio 
com m ittee and its executive aommittee, 
by the election of a chairman who repre­ 
sents the policy of the party, as that pol 
toy is declared rn the demoor&tio plat 
form of 1888, 
There is no doubt that the demooratio 
campaign will be fought on the old 
ground of ’88, b a t possibly it may strad­ 
dle as it did in ’84. There is a certain 
wing of the demooratio party that will 
always control party aotion in national 
conventions. 
I t believes in free trade 
and will manage to plaoe on the com - 
m ittee of resolutions in 1892 ju st such 
men as will vote for a free trade plauk, 
and the convention will be forced to 
a lopt it whether all the members like it 
or not. 
Rot one of the strangest things in 
politics is that a paper like the Charles­ 
ton News find Courier will advocate free 
trade. 
All the girly the south has to­ 
day as concerns its material progress 
oomes directly from the principles o1 
protection. 
By it the south has been 
enabled to develop mines, establish fur* 
naces, build factories, erect workshops 
where under free trade such a thing was 
never thought of. 
lf the soaih is pros­ 
perous 
to-day 
it 
is 
not 
because 
the 
southern 
people 
have 
been 
wide awake to their interests, but be­ 
cause northern capital, under the influ­ 
ence of protection, has very large’y done 
the work. 
It is not difficult to gue^s 
that if the national democratic conven­ 
tion shall decide to fight the campaign 
of *92 on the platform of '88 the result 
will be anothtr defeat for the dem ocracy.

Gen. Harney, the Oldest Officer of the 
United States Army—-Other Deaths. 
O r la n d o , Fla., May IO.—Gen. William 
Harney, the oldest officer of the United 
States army, died hereJThursday. 
Gen. 
Harney was born in 1800. 
In 1818 he was 
given his first military appointment by 
President Monroe as a Lieutenant in the 
First regiment of infantry, stationed in 
Louisiana, and his first expedition was aa 
•xciting one against tho famous Lafitte. 
Capt. Harney’s next conspicuous service 
was in the Black Hawk war, after which 
he took a leave of absence and went to St. 
Louis. 
When the Mexican war broke out 
he was placed in command on tho Texas 
frontier, where he was separated from his 
command. 
During the period preceding 
the civil war he was at Washington and 
was frequently in conference with Presi­ 
dent Buchanan. 
When the war began he 
was stationed at St. Louis. Hisjservices end­ 
ed in 1803, when he was retired. In 1865 he 
was brevetted Major-General for long and 
faithful service. 


W illia m D. O’C o n n o r , assistant! gen­ 
eral superintendent of the iife-ssving ser­ 
vice, died in Washington, after a long 
illness, from paralysis. 


T h e death is reported in New York of 
Henri Matthieu, a veteran who was pres­ 
ent at the battle of Waterloo. 


S a m u e l W. P e a r c e , a member of the 
Providence. R. I., board of trade, died of 
peritonitis. 
At the time President Lincoln 
was assassinated Mr. Pearce and his sister 
were en route from Providence to New­ 
burg N C. 
It chanced that .they boro a 
striking resemblance to Booth and Mrs. 
Surratt and they were arrested and de­ 
tained until they proved their identity.

At any rate, a story as terrible as 
any by Dumas aroso beforo mo as I con­ 
tem plated tho face of th a t dead French girl. 
H er features wore of th a t saucy, delicate 
type of beauty th a t you get in ono ot Van 
Beer’s pictures of m odern P arisiennes—tho 
nose slightly tilted, tho m outh curved into 
an alm ost perfect Cupid's bow. Tho long 
laches were outlined in jot black against th e 
round, w hite cheek. The hair was bronze 
in color and drooped in a great cloud ovor 
the tem ples and ears. On tho slender th ro at 
there was a broad, doep cut. 
I studied th at lace for ten m inutes or 
more. The crowd kopt passing through tho 
court, and nearly every one had a word of 
pity for the poor girl behind tho glass. Her 
clothes down ut her side were OI excellent 
quality, th e shoes, stockings, and under­ 
clothes indicating especially tho prosperous 
condition of their owner.

Then, pointing at the heap of nice 
clothes, the Frenchm an said: 
Tho littlo things always dross well, do 
they not, m onsieur? There is enough to 
Flay her rent for a week. 
B ut she never 
hought of that. 
Ah! they kill them selves 
altogether too soon, the sim pletons." 
When I wont out of tho m orgue into tho 
rainy street a group of young women of tho 
/a m o type as the dead one inside tripped by 
With th eir lovers. They wore laughing. 
jay , radiant. 
And I w ondered if they 
wouldn’t some day be on those couches be­ 
hind tho glass. 
There is som ething about tile m orgue on 
a rainy day th at prom otes such w eird and 
dreadful conjectures as this.

Indeed, one unacquainted 
with the fact of their blindness might 
judge them somewhat awkward,

unable to see. Thus writes a lady from 
this city to the Milwaukee Sentinel, and 
continuing she says: “it is remarkable 
how well the children in the sohool for 
the blind manage to get along. 
They 
play 
tag” in the yard .and avoid trees 
and other obsticles 
AS THOUGH BT INSTINCT; 


in winter they coast dow the hill behind 
the house and never hurt themselver; 
they wonder down the country road and 
never get bewildered; on Sundays they 
go by couples to the churches in the city* 
crossing a couple of bridges over a rail­ 
road traok, and the first accident has yet 
to occur; they 16w, they sculpture in a 
rude fashion, they make artistic bead 
work; they study geography and anthine. 
tic, and read and write by means of per­ 
forated letters; in fact, they do almost 
everything that more fortunate children 
oan do by means of their sight. 
Notb~ 
mg seems impossible to these boys and 
girls, for whom life will be one long 
night of darkness. 
HIS HAND SERVES FOR EYES AND EARS. 


There is one boy here who is doubly 
unfortunate; he is deaf es well as blind, 
and yet this lad bes been taught to write 
and a system of sign al which he under­ 
stands enables others to communicate— 
though in a laborioua manner—what they 
wish ta tell bim. His hand is his alpha­ 
bet, and eyery part of it represents a 
letter. 
By touching a certain joint or 
other pert of the hand, according to the 
letter indicated, he spells ont the words. 
For those who do not understand thia 
language of the palm, he wears a glove 
whereon ere painted the letteia of the 
alphabet. 
It one wishes to converse with 
bim, he m ast spell out the words by 
touching the letters on the glove. 
A FATHETIO FRAGMENT. 
The case of this boy, who is described 
by the matron as a pat .en t lad deeply 
grateful for favors shown him, is the 
saddest in this echool. 
Last Thanks­ 
giving all the children were required to 
write tin their perforated alphabet of 
dots on the subject of “ What we are 
thankfol for.” Some said they were 
thankful for a coed home, some for a 
reoently-reoeived article of apparel, and 
so o n . 
When the superintendent took 
up the paper of the deaf and blind boy, 
she found this pathetic thank offering: 
“I thank God, that it is not with oth­ 
ers as it is with me . ' 


supervised by “Joe,” a graduate of the 
school who could earn a good deal more 
money elsewhere but who prefers to re 
main where he is ont of love fur the 
school and its unfortunate inmates. The 
weaving industry is said to be the most 
profitable.

comfortably by means of his handiwork. 
ARE STRONG IN OTHER WAYS. 
Unable to ace, the blind pupils em 
ploy their own senses to so much more 
advantage. 
They cultivate the sense of 
touch and the faculty of memory to a re­ 
markable degree. This is evidenced by 
the work in the sohool room, which is 
necessarily all a matter of memory. The 
instructor gives out an example in arith­ 
metic to a number in tho advanced class: 
"If 1361a apples cost 43% cents, how 
mach will 298% apples cost?’’ he asks, 
and a little maid with a wealth of flow­ 
ing golden curls responds readily with 
the answer, doing the example mentally 
as most pupils would do it on the black­ 
board .

Again Mrs. Little turned the pages and 
again she folded the handkerchief. This 
time tho child hesitated a little. It was 
but for a moment, however, and her 
sense of touch prevailed even over four 
thicknesses of the cambiio. She read 
slowly, but with perfect accuracy. 
a r e m a r k a b le w om an. 
Mrs. Little, who has oharge of the in­ 
stitution, is in many respects a remark­ 
able woman.

From the farther end of the long hall 
leading to the boys’ dormitories came 
the faint sobbing of a violin. There, in 
a little room not much bigger than a 
oloset, surrounded by a variety of musi­ 
cal instrument], stood a well-formed lad 
of 19 or 20 playing a plaintive air upon 
his violin. 


A BOY MUSICIAN. 
The boy’s name is Be ward Garbraithe, 
and he is the musical genius of the es­ 
tablishment. 
His home is in Grant 
county. 
When he was but six years old 
he played the organ in the little country 
church at home, and he will doubtless 
de velop into a musical prodigy. He cen 
draw musio out of any I lung from which 
he oan extract sound. He is the leader 
of the blind boys’ band, which is known 
a s“8eward’s band.” It comprises eleven 
violinists, one cornetist and one bass 
violinist. It is an interesting sight, de- 
despPe all its mute sadness, to witness 
the musical exercises in the chapel up­ 
stairs. The thirteen musioians rise and 
play the prelude; then the other boys 
and girls, eighty in all, follow their ex­ 
ample and with their 
eighties? eyes 
raised to heaven join in a song of touch­ 
ing sweetness. 
There is something 
about these children that is subdued at 
all times, and a tinge of the sadness 
lingers in all the songs they siDg. 
A STORY OF BISCHOFF. 
The well-known blind Washington 
organist, Bisohoff, and his blind wife are 
graduates of the Wisconsin Sohool for 
the Blind. He was first a student ia the 
Illinois Instiate for the blind. It was 
there that he met the woman who is now 
his wife. 
They became greatly attach­ 
ed to each other, and when her paren's 
moved to Wisconsin and transferred her 
to the sohool for the blind in this state, 
he followed on. 
The 
relatives were 
averse to their contemplated marriage, 
and it is the rule in school? for the blin d 
to discourage marriage among the blind. 
However, neither would listen to the ar­ 
gument nor per suasion and they were 
married. In this instance it seems to 
have resulted happy. 
Bisohoff, after

Washington 
He is now organist of one 
of the leading churches at the national 
capital and receives a salary of $4,000 a 
year.
